threatening 
H ^rious curtailm ent of Columbiana 
county crops, Lawrence Copeland, 
t vernm ent 
w eather 
observer

Millport, revealed today. 
The drouth is affecting, chiefly, 
corn, oats and hay. Farm ers are 
lx ginning to harvest hay and alfal- 
la now and, as a result of the con­ 
tinued lack of rain, the harvest­ 
ers. Copeland estim ates, will be for­ 
tunate to bring in m uch more than 
half of a good crop. 
Copeland has recorded a rainfall 
of .54 of an inch so far this m onth. 
1 he norm al for June, he points out, 
Is 4.05 inches. 
The top soil is unusually dry and 
the underground water supply also 
i* being seriously affected. 
Two m onths of the growing sea­ 
son have been trem endously short 
in rainfall," he says. "As a result, 
corn and o ats are as short as I 
have ever seen them a t the present 
tune of the year." 
If 
drouth 
conditions 
continue, 
Copeland warns, farm ers will 
sus­ 
tain a considerable loss. Most of 
the crops could be rescued, he says, 
w th an inch or so of good, soak­ 
ing rain. Under conditions of this 
kind, both oats and corn would still 
have a chance. Oats, however, will 
be heading soon and m ust have 
■a. iter.
